Coach  Randall  Bradberry  believes  he  has  some  leader- 
ship in  his  1 4  returning  sophomores  on  the  1 994  version  of  the 
Wolfpack  on  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College's  Wesson 
campus. 

"I  used  to  believe  that  in  order  to  be  good  you  had  to  have 
a  large  number  of  older  players,  but  I  have  learned  that  what 
you  have  to  have  is  a  good  group  of  older  guys,  regardless  of 
the  number,"  he  said. 

The  Wolves  open  the  season  on  Thursday,  Sept.  1 ,  when 
the  team  travels  to  Booneville  to  meet  Northeast.  The  home 
opener  is  on  Saturday,  Sept.  1 0,  when  south  foe  East  Central 
comes  to  Stone  Stadium. 

Only  two  fulltime  starters  return  for  the  1 994  season,  free 
safety  Michael  Young,  an  All-Stater  from  Crystal  Springs,  and 
noseguard  Dwayne  Dixon  of  Lacombe,  La. 

Bradberry  is  counting  on  the  old  maxim  to  hold  true,  "If  you 
don't  have  experience,  you  can  count  on  enthusiasm." 

On  the  defensive  front,  Dixon  returns  at  noseguard,  while 
Rick  Bronson  of  Crystal  Springs  and  Reginald  Meredith  of 
Natchez  saw  quite  a  bit  of  action  last  year.  Newcomers  who 
could  help  are  John  Sanders  of  Brookhaven,  Derek  Hawkins 
of  Ferriday,  La.,  Cedric  Washington  of  Lawrence  County  and 


Melvin  Bennett  of  Natchez. 

Only  Kris  Pittman  of  Mendenhall  returns  with  any  playing 
experience  as  a  linebacker.  Bradberry  thinks  he  has  several 
excellent  recruits  in  this  area,  including  Shawn  Brown  of 
Choctaw  County,  Ala.,  Brand  Richardson  of  Natchez,  and 
Tyrone  Davis  of  Douglas,  Ga.,  on  the  outside.  On  the  inside 
are  Maurice  Johnson  of  Magee,  Michael 
Tullos  of  Mendenhall,  and  Antonio  Bailey  of 
Crystal  Springs. 

On  secondary  three  sophomores  return, 
including  All-State  selection  Michael  Young, 
Jay  Washington  of  Natchez,  and  David  Po- 
sey of  Mendenhall.  Newcomers  include 
Dedric  Reese  of  Lawrence  County,  Garrick 
Smith  of  Brookhaven,  Hamp  Gaston  of  Men- 
denhall, Vince  Dixon  of  Brookhaven,  and 
Marcus  Davidson  of  Mendenhall. 

There  are  five  returnees  on  the  offensive 
front,  center  Michael  Gines  of  Brookhaven, 
guards  Elvis  Prater  of  Natchez  and  Chris 
Sterling  of  Brookhaven,  and  tackles  Bradley 
Crow  of  Wesson  and  Thomas  Tyner  of  BrOOk-

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haven.  Newcomers  are  Matt  Kidder  of  Natchez  at  center,  Jim 
Grubbs  and  Kirk  McWilliams,  both  of  Mendenhall,  and  Jason 
Bland  of  Wesson  at  guards,  and  Terrence  Davis  and  Chris 
Furr,  both  of  Brookhaven,  at  tackles. 

The  Wolves  have  no  returning  receiv- 
ers, but  several  bright  newcomers  are 
Dennis  Baldwin  of  Frostproof,  Fla.,  Ed- 
die Bibbins  of  New  Orleans,  La.,  Thomas 
Byrd  of  Hazlehurst,  and  Marcus  Allen  of 
Magee.

Fullbacks  are  freshmen  Josh  Sanders 
of  Magee,  Greg  Buchanan  of  Sarasota, 
Fla.,  Tremayne  Williams  of  Magee,  and 
Charles  Butler  of  Enterprise. 

All  three  quarterbacks  are  freshmen,  including  Walter 
Butler  of  Wesson,  K'Wasi  Lewis  of  Franklin,  La.,  and  Mike 
Bishop  of  Brookhaven.  Bradberry  states  that  the  trio  were 
recruited  primarily  because  of  their  running  ability,  but  in 
practice  their  passing  has  been  impressive.

J.  P.  "Hezzie"  Dunaway  is  a  recipient  of  the  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame.  Dunaway  entered  Co-Lin  September  1 0, 1 928, 
as  a  high  school  sophomore  and  he  became  an  outstanding  football,  track,  and  baseball  standout  for  the  college. 
He  left  Co-Lin  in  May,  1932.  He  served  in  the  United  States  Armed  Forces  and  in  1945  returned  to  Meridian  where 
he  was  in  business  until  his  retirement  in  1 976  and  where  he  still  resides.  Dunaway  is  an  active  member  of  the 
Church  of  Christ. 

He  and  his  wife,  Louise,  are  parents  of  two  children,  Mrs.  Paul  "Sherry"  Broadhead  and  Richard  Fountain.  Both 
also  live  in  Meridian.  He  supported  his  niece,  Elizabeth  Willingham  Ratcliff,  for  the  four  years  she  attended  Co-Lin.

MARGARETTE  ALLRED  BERRY 

Margarette  Allred  Berry  is  an  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  selection.  A  graduate  of  Auburn  High  School  in  Lincoln  County, 
she  received  an  Associate  of  Arts  Degree  from  Co-Lin  in  1 951 .  Both  years  at  Co-Lin  she  was  named  all-state  and 
she  scored  54  points  in  one  game.  She  also  was  a  member  of  the  women's  tennis  team  and  she  pitched  for  the  fast 
pitch  Softball  team.  She  received  a  Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  mathematics  with  a  minor  in  physical  education 
from  the  University  of  Southern  Mississippi  in  1953.  She  played  industrial  league  basketball  while  at  Southern. 

From  1 952  to  1 953  she  taught  math  and  coached  girls  basketball  at  Loyd  Star;  at  Phoebe  High  School  from  1 953 
to  1 954  where  she  taught  all  high  school  math  and  coached  girls  basketball.  In  1 954  and  1 955  she  taught  freshman 
algebra  at  Mississippi  State  University.  In  1956  Margarette  at  McDonnell  Aircraft  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  she  pitched 
for  a  women's  fast-pitched  softball  team  which  won  the  city  championship  after  having  posted  only  a  single  win  the 
previous  year.  During  years  in  New  Orleans,  from  1 963-1 968,  she  bowled  on  a  women's  team  and  mixed  team  and 
carried  a  1 60  average.  She  taught  math  at  Lindsey  Junior  High  School  in  Hampton,  Va. ,  from  1 972  to  1 978  where  she  also  coached  girls  softball  and  played 
on  a  women's  softball  team  with  her  daughters  in  a  church  softball  league.

She  taught  math  and  coached  girls  softball  at  Clifton 
Ganus  High  School  in  New  Orleans  from  1 981  to  1 988  and  from  1 987  to  1 993,  when  she  retired.  She  taught  algebra 
and  geometry  as  part  of  Job  Training  Partnership  Act  at  Salmen  High  School  in  Slidell,  La.  Since  1 979  Margarette 
has  continued  to  play  golf  and  bowl.  She  has  continually  encouraged  athletes  to  get  a  quality  education  since  leaving 
coaching.  The  basketball  and  football  teams  at  Salmen  High  School  presented  special  trophies  to  her  in  1 993  for 
not  only  being  a  teacher,  but  also  a  friend.  During  1 988-1 990  Margarette  was  instrumental  in  getting  Denise  Warren 
from  Salmen  in  signing  with  the  Lady  Wolves.  Warren  went  on  to  get  All-State  honors  at  Co-Lin. 

She  married  Welton  Berry  in  1 952  after  he  returned  to  Co-Lin  from  serving  two  years  in  the  Army  as  part  of  Co- 
Lin's  854th  Medical  Collecting  Company  activated  during  the  Korean  Conflict.  Welton  continued  his  education  at 
Mississippi  State  and  received  a  B.S.  in  aeronautical  engineering  and  they  were  then  employed  by  McDonnell 
Aircrafts. 

Their  daughters  are  Debbie  Berry  Taylor  of  Virginia  Beach,  Va.;  Jane  Berry  Varner,  Hampton,  Va.;  and  Ann  Berry

VANCE  WALDEN  BROWN 

Vance  Walden  Brown  is  another  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  selectee.  A  native  of  Booneville,  Brown  was  a  first  team 
guard  on  the  state  championship  basketball  teams  in  1948  and  1949.  At  Co-Lin  Vance  was  most  handsome  and 
was  runner-up  to  Mr.  Copiah-Lincoln  in  1 949.  He  continued  playing  basketball  at  Delta  State  University  during  1 949- 
51  and  his  team  entered  the  NAIB  Tournament  in  Kansas  City,  Kan.,  in  1950  and  1951.  After  getting  a  B.S.  in 
education  from  Delta  State,  he  obtained  a  M.  E.  Degree  in  school  administration  from  the  University  of  Mississippi. 

He  completed  additional  studies  at  Mississippi  State  University,  University  of  Mississippi,  and  Northwestern  Louisiana  University  and  got  a  AAA  in  science 
and  guidance. 

He  was  in  the  U.  S.  Navy  from  1944-1946,  stationed  in  Jacksonville,  Fla. 

Vance  taught  science  and  coached  basketball  at  Myrtle  in  1 951  -52;  Ashland  High  School  as  science  teacher  and  basketball  and  baseball  coach  from 
1 952-56;  Jackson  Public  Schools  as  science  teacher  in  secondary  schools  for  1 2  years  and  as  guidance  counselor 
for  18  years,  from  1956-1986.  He  retired  in  1986  and  moved  back  to  Booneville  in  1988. 

He  is  a  Mason  with  the  Booneville  Lodge;  member  of  the  Rotary  Club;  was  a  member  of  the  National  Education 
Association,  Mississippi  Association  of  Educators,  Science  Teachers  Association,  Mississippi  Guidance  Associa-  .^grfltP^lllifc

An  active  member  of  the  Delta  State  "M"  Club,  Vance  is  a  former  president  of  both  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Alumni 
and  Athletic  Alumni  Associations. 

A  Baptist,  Vance  is  a  Sunday  School  teacher,  and  has  been  on  the  finance,  hospitality,  and  building  and  grounds 
committees  and  is  chairman  of  the  senior  citizens. 

He  is  one  of  eight  children  born  to  Odus  and  Pearl  Brown.  Vance  is  the  father  of  two  daughters,  Donna  Lynn 
Brown  McDonald  and  Mary  Ann  Brown  Smith.  Donna  and  her  husband,  Dr.  Jimmy  McDonald,  have  two  sons,  Evan 
and  Bradley.  Mary  and  her  husband,  Perry  Smith,  are  parents  of  a  son,  Will,  and  a  daughter,  Ashley.  Vance's  wife, 
Louise,  has  two  children,  Laura  Hemphill  Lesbo  and  Robert  D.  Hemphill  Jr.,  and  four  grandchildren,  Wendy  and 
Jason  Lesbo  and  Taylor  and  Chris  Hemphill. 

TROY  ARLIS  RICKS 

Troy  Arlis  Ricks  is  another  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  selection.  His  selection  is  based  upon  his  coaching  career  at 
Co-Lin. 

Troy  Arlis  Ricks  was  born  in  Prentiss  County.  His  athletic  prowess  became  evident  at  a  very  early  age  when        VANCE  WALDEN  BROWN 
he  led  the  eighth  grade  team  at  Meadow  Creed  grade  school  to  the  Prentiss  County  Basketball  championship  over 
nine  other  teams  and  was  named  the  most  valuable  player  in  the  county.  In  a  practice  game  with  the  Wheeler  High  School  varsity  team,  he  scored  31  of 
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TROY  ARLIS  RICKS 


the  winning  32  points  against  the  varsity. 

He  went  on  to  play  two  years  on  the  Wheeler  High  School  varsity  team  where  he  was  named  to  the  All  Tournament  team  in  every  tournament  in  which 
he  played  and  was  named  MVP  in  several  tourneys. 

He  played  point  guard  at  Sunflower  Jr.  College,  (now  Delta  Community  College)  for  two  years  (1937-1939.)    His  team  won  the  state  junior  college 

championship  both  years,  with  Ricks  named  to  the  All  State  team  his  sophomore  year.  While  he  was  at  Sunflower, 
his  team  won  the  Mississippi  Valley  Conference  Championship,  over  teams  from  Louisiana,  Arkansas,  Tennessee 
and  Mississippi,  both  years.  Ricks  was  given  the  only  Most  Valuable  Player  title  ever  awarded  in  that  conference. 

Ricks  played  point  guard  at  Delta  State  University  for  two  years,  1939-1941.  His  team  finished  third  in  the 
National  Association  of  Intercollegiate  Basketball  (NAIB)  tournament  in  1940.  He  was  selected  for  the  NAIB  All 
Tournament  team  in  both  1 940  and  1 941 ,  and  led  all  guards  in  points  scored  with  a  21  point  per  game  average.  He 
was  also  selected  as  an  All-American  at  the  national  tournament  in  Kansas  City.  Ricks  wa's  elected  to  the  Delta  State 
University  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  in  1 973,  the  second  year  after  its  establishment. 

After  college,  Ricks  played  professional  basketball  with  the  Union  Wire  Rope  Team  in  Kansas  City,  where  his 
team  won  the  League  Championship.  His  professional  career  was  interrupted  by  the  escalation  of  World  War  II, 
when  he  was  drafted  into  the  Army. 

Ricks  was  wounded  in  action  in  the  South  Pacific  and  was  discharged  in  1946  as  a  captain. 

His  first  coaching  assignment  was  at  Saltillo  High  School  where  he  was  head  basketball  coach  for  one  year. 

Then  he  coached  at  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College  for  two  years,  1 947- 1 949.  At  Co-Lin,  his  teams  won 
the  State  junior  college  championships  both  years,  the  first  time  Co-Lin  had  ever  captured  a  state  championship. 

Ricks  moved  to  Raymond  in  1949,  where  he  served  as  high  school  principal  at  Raymond  High  School  for  two 
years,  and  functioned  as  basketball  coach,  football  coach,  as  well  as  teaching  math.  His  two  year  basketball  record 
at  the  high  school  was  40-3  and  his  football  team  went  to  the  championship  one  year. 

He  coached  the  Hinds  Junior  College  baseball  team  for  one  year  in  1957,  and  won  the  State  junior  college 

baseball  championship  with  a  record  of  9-1 . 

Ricks'  career  as  head  basketball  coach  at  Hinds  spanned  two  decades,  1951-1970.  His  1967  team  won  the  state  championship  -  the  first  time  ever 

for  Hinds.  This  team  consisted  of  all  local  players.  Throughout  his  career  at  Hinds,  he  routinely  took  his  teams  to  the  championships,  winning  several  South 

Mississippi  Junior  College  titles,  and  often  taking  home  the  honor  of  State  Runner-up,  losing  the  state  title  by  only  a  few  points  on  more  than  one  occasion. 

His  teams  played  in  the  Final  Four  Junior  College  State  Playoffs  in  eight  of  the  last  ten  years  of  his  coaching  career.  Ricks'  coaching  record  at  Hinds  was 

an  impressive  323-148. 

His  overall  basketball  coaching  record,  high  school  and  junior  college  was  441  -1 56,  an  imposing  74%  winning 
record. 

Ricks  retired  from  coaching  in  1 970,  and  served  as  director  of  veterans  affairs  at  Hinds  for  thirteen  years  until 
his  retirement. 

In  1970,  he  was  awarded  the  Distinguished  Service  Award  from  the  Mississippi  Association  of  Coaches. 

During  his  busy  career,  he  found  time  to  serve  for  many  years  on  the  Board  of  Trustees  at  Raymond  High  School. 
He  also  served  as  chairman  of  the  local  selective  service  board  during  the  Nixon  administration.  He  has  been  a 
member  of  the  board  of  directors  for  the  Wash-O-Ha  Acres  Swimming  Pool  since  its  inception,  serving  one  year  as 
president  of  the  board. 

Ricks  has  served  as  an  active  deacon  at  Raymond  Baptist  Church  for  a  number  of  years  as  well  as  holding  many 
other  leadership  positions  in  the  church,  including  church  treasurer,  director  of  the  adult  Sunday  School  department, 
and  chairman  of  the  church  personnel  committee. 

He  has  been  married  to  Maude  Enis  Ricks  since  1 946.  They  have  three  children  and  four  grandchildren.  Their 
daughter,  Rickey  Ricks  Mallory,  is  assistant  chief  of  pharmacy  at  the  VA  Medical  Center  in  Jackson.  Son,  Troy  Arlis 
Ricks,  Jr.  is  head  girls  basketball  coach  and  assistant  football  coach  at  Mandeville  High  School  in  Mandeville, 
Louisiana.  Youngest  son,  William  Ray  Ricks,  is  head  basketball  coach  at  Greene  County  High  School  in 
Leakesville,  Mississippi.

FELIX  N.TURNBOUGH 

The  late  Felix  N.  Turnbough  is  an  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  selection.  Born  and  reared  in  Brookhaven,  Turnbough  is  a  legendary  football  player  at  Co-Lin. 
He  continued  his  football  career  at  the  University  of  Missouri  where  he  was  Honorable  Mention  All  American. 

A  well-respected  Texas  law  enforcement  officer  and  judge,  Turnbough  began  his  career  as  a  deputy  sheriff  in  Mississippi  and  as  a  state  trooper  in  1 939. 

Turnbough  served  in  the  United  States  Navy  during  World  War  II  and  during  this  time  he  was  located  in  Aransas  Pass,  Texas,  as  a  chief  shore  patrol 
specialist  on  the  Texas  coast.  After  being  discharged  in  1946,  he  was  appointed  city  marshal  in  Aransas  Pass,  where  he  remained  with  his  family  the  rest 
of  his  life.  He  became  the  city's  first  police  chief  and  at  one  time  received  national  publicity  when  unarmed  he  faced  a  kidnapper  of  two  children  who  were 
being  held  at  gun  point.  He  served  as  police  chief  for  29  years,  retiring  in  1974.  He  served  one  term  as  a  city  councilman.  From  1977  until  his  death  on 
December  8,  1987,  he  was  a  municipal  court  judge  in  Aransas  Pass. 

He  served  as  president  and  lifetime  member  of  the  Southwestern  Law  Officers  Association;  president  of  the  Texas  Municipal  League  Texas  Police 
Association;  as  founder  and  president  of  the  Texas  Police  Chief's  Association;  as  director,  founder,  and  lifetime  member  of  the  Coastal  Bend  Police  Officers 
Association;  a  director  and  founder  of  the  Community  and  Public  Relations  Association  of  Texas;  a  director  of  the  Texas  Police  Officers  Community  Relations 
Council;  member  of  the  Council  Bend  Council  of  Governments;  and  of  the  Sheriff's  Association  of  Texas.  He  served  on  numerous  state  committees  on 
crime  and  held  several  offices  over  the  years. 

A  lifetime  member  of  the  Chamber  of  Commerce,  he  was  named  the  city's  "Citizen  of  the  Year"  in  1 971  and  for  four  years  he  was  "Ambassador  of  Goodwill" 
in  the  Shrimporee  Festival. 

For  his  work  with  youth  he  was  presented  the  Murle  Smith  Award  by  the  PTO.  He  was  an  honorary  life  member  of  the  Texas  Congress  of  Parents  and 
Teachers. 

The  Felix  N.  Turnbough  Sr.  Memorial  Fund  was  established  at  the  Aransas  Pass  Chamber  of  Commerce  "for  the  beautification  projects  . . .  where  he 
lived  his  life  as  a  loving  and  dedicated  citizen,  in  a  town  that  he  loved." 

He  was  an  active  member  in  the  Methodist  Church  where  he  served  on  his  local  church  board. 

He  was  married  to  the  former  Bess  Terry  and  to  the  couple  were  born  two  daughters  and  a  son.  Children  are  Irene  T.  Irey  of  Aransas  Pass,  Texas; 
Pat  T.  McDonald  of  Rockport,  Texas;  and  Felix  N.  Turnbough  Jr.  of  Ingleside,  Texas.  There  are  14  grandchildren  and  several  great-grandchildren.  Mr. 
Turnbough  was  a  brother  of  Mrs.  H.  L  "Hook"  (Mary)  Stone.  Mrs.  Bess  Turnbough  continues  to  live  in  Aransas  Pass.

After  finishing  the  1993-94  season  leading  the 
nation  in  free  throw  percentage  and  a  1 5-11  record, 
the  Lady  Wolves  will  return  with  two  starters  and  one 
part-time  starter  from  six  returning  players. 

With  only  two  starters  returning  from  last  year's 
team,  the  1 994-95  Lady  Wolves  will  be  rebuilding  for 
the  coming  year.

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Tennis  team  posts  winning  season 


The  Copiah-Lincoln  CC  Wolfpack  tennis  team  completed  its  regu- 
lar season  with  an  8-5  won/loss  dual  match  record  and  a  fifth  place 
team  finish  (among  ten  schools)  at  the  state/NJCAA  regional  tourna- 
ment held  in  Jackson. 

Athletes  are  familiar  with  the  standard  coaching  request:  "Give  me 
your  best!"  In  the  varsity  tennis  program  at  Copiah-Lincoln  CC,  players 
often  hear  something  a  little  different,  according  to  veteran  tennis 
coach  Mike  Mclntyre:  "Give  me  more  than  you  think  you  have!" 
Mel  ntyre  says,  "It  has  worked  well  for  us  over  the  years.  I've  seen  some 
guys  make  some  amazing  stretches — going  well  beyond  what  they 
thought  their  limits  were."  On  paper  the  '94  edition  of  the  Wolfpack 
tennis  team  should  never  have  won  a  single  match.  The  only  returning 
veterans  were  Magee's  Clark  Walker  and  Natchez  Cathedral's  An- 
drew Haile  who  played  #5  &  #6  on  the  '93  state/NJCAA  regional 
runners-up  team  which  posted  a  1 9-2  season  record  and  finished  in 
the  "Top  25"  at  the  NJCAA  nationals  in  Corpus  Christi,  TX  last  spring. 

With  a  career  coaching  won/loss  record  of  237-28,  five  state  and 
four  NJCAA  regional  team  championships  to  his  credit,  Mclntyre's 
players  have  won  60  individual  state  and  regional  titles  and  partici- 
pated in  seven  national  tournaments,  finishing  as  high  as  ninth  place 
in  the  nation.  "After  sixteen  years  of  coaching  tennis  at  Co-Lin,  I've 
learned  not  to  judge  a  team  on  the  basis  of  what  other  teams  have 
accomplished  in  the  past.  The  best  measure  of  a  team  is  look  at  initial 
potential  compared  to  their  actual  results  for  the  season.  I'm  proud  of 
the  '94  squad.  We  set  two  goals  back  in  January:  to  have  a  winning 
season  and  to  finish  in  the  top  four  at  the  state/regional  tournament. 
They  worked  hard  to  achieve  the  first  goal  and  came  very  close  to  the 
second.  I'm  satisfied  with  their  effort!" 

SUMMARY  OF  STATE/REGIONAL  TOURNAMENT 

#1  SINGLES:  Magee  freshman  Brian  "Kamikaze"  Bounds  went 
down  in  flames  against  #2  seeded  Andy  Lee  of  Southwest,  6-0, 6-0  in 
the  second  round  after  drawing  a  bye  in  the  first.  Lee  made  it  to  the 
finals  where  he  was  beaten  6-2,  6-3  by  #1  seeded  South  American 
Tomas  Gonzalez  of  Hinds. 

#2  SINGLES:  One  of  CL's  brightest  hopes  was  Natchez  sopho- 
more Andrew  Haile  ('93  #6  state/regional  champion)  who  entered  the 
tournament  second  seeded  in  the  #2  singles  bracket  with  a  team-best 
11-2  season  record.  East  Central's  Clay  Wall  caught  Haile  sitting  on 
the  runway  in  the  second  round  (he  drew  a  bye  in  the  first  round), 
cancelling  his  singles  ticket  6-3,  6-0.  Despite  the  abrupt  loss,  Haile's 
career  singles  record  at  Co-Lin  stands  at  27-6  over  two  years, 

#3  SINGLES:  CL's  other  veteran  hope  met  a  similar  fate,  Magee 
sophomore  Clark  Walker  entered  the  #3  singles  as  the  third  seeded 
player  in  the  tournament,  carrying  a  9-4  season  record  (with  four  wins 
coming  at  the  #1  singles  position).  Walker's  ship  was  torpedoed  after 
a  first  round  bye,  as  Itawamba's  Jamie  Lindsey  defeated  Walker  7-6, 
3-6,  6-2.  Walker's  two-year  record  in  singles  is  27-8, 

#4  SINGLES:  Summit  freshman  Charlie  Thames  earned  a  valu- 
able team  point  for  the  Pack  by  whipping  Jonathan  McCoy  of  North- 
east 4-6,  6-0,  6-1 .  Thames  fell  to  third  seeded  Itawamba's  Shane 
Homan  6-1 ,  6-4  in  the  second  round.  Thames  ends  the  season  at  8- 
5. 

#5  SINGLES:  Natchez  Campus  sophomore  Brad  "Boom  Boom" 
Taylor  had  the  misfortune  to  draw  Hinds'  second  seeded  Justin  Brown 
after  a  first  round  bye,  losing  to  the  eventual  champion  6-1 , 6-2.  Taylor 
finished  the  season  at  8-6. 

#6  SINGLES:  Wesson  freshman  Bradley  Crow,  who  also  plays  for 
the  Wolfpack  football  team,  was  a  pleasant  surprise  during  the  '94 
season.  Crow  managed  to  fit  tennis  in  with  spring  training  football  and 
entered  the  tournament  as  the  second  seed  at  #6  with  a  9-2  record. 
Crow  picked  up  two  team  points  with  a  second  round  win  over  Josh 
Grisham  of  Northeast  6-4,  6-3  before  just  missing  a  trip  to  the  finals, 
losing  to  Itawamba's  Tommy  Miller  6-4,  5-7,  6-4.  Crow  had  beaten 


Miller  (ICC's  #4  player  for  most  of  the  season,  "stacked"  into  the  #6 
position  for  the  state/regional  tournament)  in  straight  sets  at  Fulton 
during  the  regular  season.  Miller  went  on  to  win  the  only  non-Hinds 
individual  title  in  the  tournament.  Crow  finished  the  season  with  a  10- 
3  worksheet. 

#1  DOUBLES:  Taylor  and  Thames  "took  one  for  the  team"  losing  to 
the  powerful  second  seeded  Southwest  duo  of  Andy  Lee  and  Brinson 
Wall  6-0,  6-0  in  the  second  round  following  a  first  round  bye,  Taylor 
ended  the  season  with  a  5-7  doubles  record  while  Thames  was  5-6. 

#2  DOUBLES:  Sporting  a  season  record  of  10-3,  Haile  and  Walker 
entered  the  tournament  as  the  third  seed  drawing  a  bye  in  the  first  round 
before  crushing  Northeast's  Lauderdale  and  McCoy  6-0,  6-2.  The  CL 
duo  lost  a  real  heart-breaker  in  the  semi's  to  the  eventual  champs  from 
Hinds,  Tommy  Rodden  and  South  American  Rueben  Rodriguez  ('93  #1 
doubles  champion).  Playing  some  of  the  best  doubles  of  their  careers, 
Haile  and  Walker  went  up  6-4,  4-1  and  serving  when  the  Hinds  team 
staged  an  incredible  comeback,  winning  it  4-6,  6-4,  6-1.  Haile's  CL 
career  doubles  record  stands  at  an  impressive  29-6  while  Walker 
collected  a  25-6  worksheet. 

#3  DOUBLES:  Crow  and  Bounds  provided  lots  of  excitement  in  the 
#3  doubles  bracket.  The  fourth  seeded  CL  duo  whipped  Northeast's 
Mounce  and  Grisham  6-2, 1  -6, 6-2  in  the  second  round  before  falling  to 
ICC's  second  seeded  Homan  and  Quinn  6-3,  6-4  in  the  semi's.  Crow 
(CL's  tournament  MVP)  finished  the  season  with  a  doubles  record  of  8- 
5.  Bounds  compiled  a  won/loss  doubles  tally  of  8-7  on  the  season. 
LOOKING  FORWARD 

"One  problem  we  had  this  year  was  in  trying  to  work  with  only  three 
courts  (one  was  given  up  to  expand  the  baseball  facilities  at  CL),"  says 
Mclntyre.  "Our  home  matches  were  taking  more  than  six  hours  to  play, 
and  practices  were  difficult  to  organize  with  limited  court  facilities.  We 
really  look  forward  to  having  the  new  courts  completed  across  from  the 
football  fieldhouse.  I  hope  we  follow  through  on  this  long-planned 
facility.  It'll  do  a  great  deal  for  tennis  in  the  Co-Lin  community!" 

"We're  also  attempting  to  revive  the  women's  varsity  program  at  Co- 
Lin  for  '95.  Recruitment  for  both  men  and  women's  tennis  should  be 
enhanced  by  the  new  facilities,  together  with  the  fact  that  we  can  now 
offer  tennis  scholarships  in  both  sports.  We  would  love  for  any  inter- 
ested high  school  prospects  to  contact  us,  if  they  would  like  more 
information  about  the  varsity  program  at  Copiah-Lincoln,"  says  Mclntyre. 
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Golf  course  expansion  still  alive

Plans  for  expanding  the  Co-Lin  golf  course  have  taken  off  in 
a  new  direction.  The  Co-Lin  Board  of  Trustees,  during  their  May 
meeting,  authorized  the  administration  and  the  board's  golf 
advisory  committee  to  work  with  the  architect  and  attorneys  to 
complete  plans  to  sell  bonds  to  finance  the  expansion. 

At  one  point,  however,  it  seemed  that  Co-Lin's  golf  course 
expansion  program  had  come  to  a  screeching  stop.  All  the 
planning  and  ground  work  for  the  final  stages  of  the  project  were 
under  way  and  all  it  needed  was  approval  from  the  state  legisla- 
ture and  the  governor's  signature. 

The  project  did  meet  approval  from  the  legislature  and  passed 
by  an  overwhelming  margin.  But  this  was  not  enough  to  impress 
Governor  Kirk  Fordice.  The  governor  vetoed  the  go-ahead  bill  not 
once,  but  twice. 

The  project  is  far  from  being  forgotten,  though.  According  to 
Dr.  Billy  Thames,  president  of  Co-Lin,  the  project  is  not  dead  and 
more  meetings  are  being  planned  with  the  project's  committee 
members  in  order  to  find  new  ways  of  financing  the  massive 
project. 

Dr.  Thames  is  still  very  optimistic  about  the  project.  According 
to  Dr.  Thames,  "It  is  an  idea  that  is  not  going  to  die." 

The  project's  architect,  Kevin  Tucker,  met  with  the  committee 
in  order  to  discuss  new  ways  of  financing  the  project. 

Originally  the  course  was  expected  to  be  completed  by  the 
summer  of  1 995,  but  now  in  the  light  of  the  governor's  veto  of  the 
project,  there  is  no  definite  date  of  completion. 

Once  the  project  is  completed  it  will  still  be  the  only  1 8-hole 
public  golf  course  between  Jackson  and  New  Orleans.  The 
course  is  not  only  expected  to  benefit  the  college,  it  also  is 


expected  to  benefit  the  communities  in  and  around  the  college. 

In  light  of  these  new  events  major  cut-backs  have  been  set 
on  the  course's  design.  It  was  originally  planned  to  have  a 
public  meeting  facility  added  on  to  a  golf  pro-shop,  but  now  the 
public  meeting  room  and  other  course  enhancements  are  not 
possible  under  the  new  plans  being  considered  for  financing  of 
the  project. 

A  spokesperson  for  Governor  Fordice  said  that  the  governor 
considered  the  bill  early  in  the  legislative  session  and  that  he  was 
extremely  concerned  as  to  how  the  project  would  be  financed. 

The  project  would  have  been  financed  by  general  obligation 
bonds  and  would  have  only  involved  tax  payers'  money  had  the 
project  not  been  successful. 

The  governor  also  feels  that  there  are  other  pressing  issues 
like  bridges  and  highways  that  need  to  be  repaired.  And,  a  golf 
course  is  just  too  big  of  a  project  to  put  tax  payers'  money  at  risk 
according  to  the  governor. 

Although  the  governor  would  not  have  been  opposed  to  the 
project  had  it  been  financed  by  revenue  bonds,  they  cost  more 
and  take  longer  to  finance. 

Co-Lin's  golf  instructor  and  course  manager,  Alton  Greenlee, 
made  note  of  the  fact  that  the  college  has  never  gone  into  debt 
on  any  project  it  has  financed.  Each  of  these  projects  has 
benefited  the  school  in  a  positive  way. 

Greenlee  said,  "The  governor  should  not  have  vetoed  the  bill, 
because  if  he  had  studied  the  bill  a  little  more,  he  would  have  seen 
that  it  was  handled  with  careful  planning  and  there  was  no  way 
it  could  have  failed."  Because  the  project  was  brought  to  a  stop, 
Greenlee  said  that  he  missed  the  growing  season  for  the  grass 
on  the  new  fairways.
